Peak of Human Endurance 


Shown In N.S. Mine Case 


LONDON, ENG., — The Lancet, fa- 
mous British professional medical 
journal, bases an article on the “peak 
of human endurance” largely on the 
experiences of the three Townto men 
who were entombed recently by a fall 
of rock in a Moose River, N.S., gold 
mine, 

“The rescue shows,” says the Lan- 
cet, “what men in extremity Gi en- 
dure and to what extent the spark of 
life can flicker eventually to kindle 
once more to steady flame.” 

The Lancet expresses the opinion 
that peak endurance is probably rea- 
chéd at what is known as “early mid- 
dle age.” “Too old at 40” is probably 
only applicable to enterprises where 
carelesslessness is not a liability and 
where speed is essential. 

As an example of the peak of hu- 
man endurance the Lancet points out 
that no athlete has yet succeeded in 
running 12 miles in an hour, although 
a bare half-dozen have figured in per- 
formances some 200 yards short of 
this distance.

Saved Many 


Writes the Kingston Whig-Stand- 
ard —- “Like the law — only in a dif- 
ffrent way science sometimes shows 
a lohg arm, Its discoveries sometimes 
have the most remote and unforseen 
consequences. 


A recent report of the Smithsonian 
Institution provides a strikingly in- 
teresting illustration of this, Dealing 
with the work of Dr, Paul Bartsch, its 
curator of molluscs, it tells how in 
the year 1896, he discovered that the 
snails living in the Potomac River 
differed considerably from those in 
tributary streams and established the 
difference was due to the acidity of 
the water. Here was a simple scien- 
tific discovery of no apparent impor- 
tant practical significance. but it was 
destined to prove the means of saving 
a great number of human lives. 


At that time, the report tells us, 
thousands of people in China, Japan, 
Formosa, the Philippine Islands, and 
other Oriental countries were dying 
year from a strange disease called 
scigtosomiasis. Research proved 
this disease to be due to a tiny worm 
which bored through the skin and en- 
tered the blood stream. It was par- 
ticularly prevalent among the work- 
ers in rice fields who waded about in 
their bare feet over the flooded landfi 
Eventually Japanese scientists found 
that these worms, known as blood 
flukes, lived*during part of their life 
cycles in snails, and these snails had 
proved from Dr. Bartsch’s work to be 
the only ones which lived in slightly 
acid water. With that fact established 
the remedy was simple. It involved 
merely the dumping of crushed lime- 
stone along the shores of streams and 
ponds, This turned the water alkaline 
and destroyed the snails, Its adoption 
has resulted in the virtual elimination 
of the disease over large areas of Ja- 
pan and other Asiatic countries. 

Thus’ the chance discovery of a 
scientist in Washington has meant 
the saving of the lives of millions of 
people in the Orient.

Purchasing Power 
of Canada's Farmer 


“Purchasing power is the secret of 
prosperity. When the people have the 
money to spend, and a little over to 
put away, industry and commerce 
move along normal lines and unem- 
ployment is reduced to a minimum, 
observes the Kitchener Record. There 
is no other real solution to our un- 
employment problem, There have al- 
ways been unemployed, and _ there 
will be perhaps more than usual in 
the immediate future because of the 
large number of people who have been 
for so long on relief. But times are 
getting better. 

Government figures show that the 
eash returns of agriculture in Ontar- 
jo were 13 percent greater in 1935 
than in 1934, and that the purchasing 
power of the farmers of the province 
is°12 percent greater. The Bank of 
Nova Scotia in qa recent statement, 
says “Cash recelpts for Ontario far- 
mers were at least 12 percent higher 
in 1935 than in 1934; proceeds from 
livestock showed the greatest advance 
with a gain of 27 percent,” Accord- 
ing to the Canadian Countryman, the 
relative cash returns from Agricul- 
ture for variovs years, in millions of 
dollars, were as follows: 


1931. $169; 1932, $131; 1933, $145; 
£151; 1936. 3182 
These figures says the Canadian 


Countryman do not tell the whole of 
the story so far as purchasing power 
is concerned, It is pointed out that 
the coats of production in agrejulture 
have fallen, and that the things the 
farmers buy have, generally speaking 
come down in price. ‘While taxes in 
cities like Toronto have gone up the 
tendency has been for the farmers’ 
taxes to come down. Moreover inter- 
est rates have been reduced, so that 
money costs farmers less than it did 
a few years ago, and a very large 
number of farmers have benefited 
from a reduction in the principal of 
their mortgages.” 

It will thus be seen ‘that while the 
general increase in cash returns of 
agricultural’ products has not been 
spectacular, the reduction in the cost 
of things farmers buy, together, with 
the reduction in capital burdens, have 
increased the purchasing power of 
farmers beyond the proportion of the 
actual increase in production, It is 
said that quite a number of concerns 
who do both rural and urban trade re- 
port that their businesa with farmers 
is relatively better than pheir busin- 
ess in the larger cities. 


Farmers are the first to sl lfer dur- 
ing a depression, and they are the 
first to benefit from the return of the 
prosperity It is the old story; Canada 
is prosperous when agriculture is 
prosperous. It must always be remem- 
bered, however, that it is not the 
farmer who makes Canada prosprtr- 
ous, but the people who buy their 
products; and these people dwell very

Canadian Distillers 
Pay Three Millions 


WASHINGTON — A group of Can- 
adian distillers paid the United States 
treasury $3,000,000 recently and end- 
ed a situation which threatened to 
curb the heavy flow of liquor from 
the Dominion to the American market, 

Neither the number of distilleries 
in the group, nor their identities was 
made known here. 

These distilleries ‘the Government 
charged, owed millions in customs du- 
ties on liquor which leaked into the 
United States during the long prohi- 
bitioh.era. One hundred million dol- 
lars was mentioned unofficially as the 
amount of duties in arrears. 

Soon after the new Canadian-Am- 
erican trade agreement was signed, it 
was announced here the Canadian dis- 
tilleries in question might be barred 
from the American market if the debt 
allegedly incurred in prohibition days 
was not met. 

Agreement was reached with the 
distilleries following the conferences 
with officials of the treasury, state and 
justice departments.

Paper on Canadian Botany 


Feund more than 17. years ago 
among the papers of the library of 
the St. Hyacinthe Seminary by Msgr. 
E. Choquette, it was sent to Brother 
Marie-Victorin. As it was unsigned 
the Brother, a noted botanist, tried 
in every way. possible to trace its 
authorship, even travelling to France 
and Germany. 


Finally it has been proved to be 
the combined work of two botanist 
authors of about 1707 to 1744, 
Michael Sarrazin, King’s physician 
of Quebec, and his friend Sebastien 
Vaillant of Paris, successor of the 
great botanist Tournefort at the 
Jardin des Plantes. Serrazin collect- 
ed Canadian flora and notes which 
he sent to Vaillant, who in turn sent 
information. 


The two sets of notes had evidently 


been compiled by one of the early 


Jesuit priests teaching botany in a 
college in Quebec, for his own infor- 
mation. He did not bother to rephrase 
the notes as he copied them and 
sometimes they read as if written 
in France, sometimes as if written in 
Canada. 

Brother Marie-Victorin eventually 
found he had the key to the author- 
ship in the manuscript itself. The 
numbers of specimens recorded in the 


part sent from Canada to France 
correspond with those of the same 
specimens in Vaillant’s notes which 
credited the specimens to Sarrazin.

Y cannot put it down here in 
actual dollars because you asked for 
facts. | 
The herd law hurt us because it 
prevented us from using our land 
the way we otherwise would have. 
Someong might say, “fence,” but we 
tried that and found it impossible to 
stop the owners of Starving cattle.

In no country has the agricultural 
fair been a greater factor in social 
and economic progress than in Can- 
ada. There were conditions peculiarly 
Canadian. The gregarious instinct of 
the early settlers, their unswerving 
resolve to conquer the innumerable 
difficulties surrounding them, the ha- 
zards of travel, and the dense forests 
preventing the extended contact of 
the pioneers with their fellowmen, all 
contributed to the moulding of — the 
Canadian character, mainly through 
the peculiar emphasis devolving on 
the agricultural fairs of the country. 
And there were fairs and many of 
them from the beginning. 

Before the first Canadian census 
was taken in 1666, the fun of the fair 
was relegated mostly to private cele- 
bration after the barter of pease, 

é 

hemp, fresh, and dry cod, salted sal- 
mon, eels, seal and porpoise oil, clap- 
boards and planks, drugget, bolting 
cloth, cloth made from nettles, serge, 
leather and furs at Quebec, Three Ri- 
yers or Montreal while later as the re- 
sults of the establishment of agricul- 
tural societies in both Lower and in 
Upper Canada, agricultural fairs blos- 
somed out into full socjal economic 
and political institutions. 

In Upper Canada, the Niagara Pen- 
insula has always been intimately as- 
sociated with the trade and bagger ol 
agricultural produce. In 1535 J&eques 
Cartier observed the practice of mem- 
bers of the tribe in the Peninsula, 
who were noted traders in tobacco, 
moving freely among other tribes and 
at times staging an exhibition that in 
thé present times would be classed 
as a tobacco fair. However that may 
be, the first agricultural society, with 
accompanying fair, to be reported in 
Upper Canada in 1791 on the separa- 
tion of the province with Lower Can- 
ada was the Niagara Agricultural So- 
ciety. Similar societies soon spread to 
other parts of the province, and in the 
year 1806 at York (Toronto) an at- 
tempt was made to form a province- 
wide society, In 1822 the great fair at 
Queenston was intended as the first 
all-province show, but ‘was not incon- 
yeniently crowded. 

Throughout the past 140 years, the 
yarious governments, Dominion and 
Provincial, have regarded fairs with 
more than a kindly eye as a means 
of social progress. In-1818 the Legis- 
lation of Lower Canada passed an Act 
granting financial aid to district coun- 
ty agricultural societies, and in 1830 
the Provincial Parliament of Upper 
Canada made an allowance of 100 
pounds ($500) to encourage the estab- 
lishment of agricultural societies. And 
since that time both Dominion and 
Provincial Departments of Agri- 
culture have continued to give assist- 
ance to agricultural fairs. 

Before 1840 when the provinces 
were re-united, fairs had been held at 
York. Cobourg, Port Hope, Perth, Ot- 
tawa, Guelph, Hamilton, Nelson, Wa- 
terloo, Brantford and had, proved of 
great social importance paving the 
way for the desired provinc-wide or- 
ganization which was established in 
1846. In that year, under the auspices 
of the Agriculture Association of Up- 
per Canada, a fair was held in Toron- 
to which today is of a world-wide re- 
nown. 

The agricultural society of Canada 
was something very necessary to the 
country and, because of the peculiar 
conditions became typically Canadian. 
The society was the bucleus of social 
contacts and the semi-annual fair the 
expansive gesture.

The fair usually lasted for four 
days. On the business side the ques- 
tion of improvement of stock and the 
crops came first, then the judging of 
horses cattle and grain, followed on 
the following day with the distribu- 
tion of prizes. On the third day, the 
ploughing match to decide the district 
champion took place and on the fourth 
day exciting horse races made a real 
grande finale. : 


But the business side was not only 
nor the most important angle. The 
enlargement of knowledge through vi- 
sual and social contactgand the in- 
crease in the circle of friends were 
important factors in the early days 
and remain so at the present time. 
While the elders talked crops, and de- 
cided prizes, the wives made most of 
this rare opportunity for community 
gossip and discussion of fashions. 
What was a la mode in York might be 
anathema in Perth, but, then, many & 
young farmer and many a winsome 
lass pining to leave the paternal 
home met their mates at the fair, and 
lo! another farm would be cleaved out 
of the bush. There was also the rare 
chance to show off local talent, and 
many a young swain drove to the fair 
with a spanking team to call the at- 
tention of all and sundry to the beau- 
ty of his affianced. Jovial dinners by 
day and dancing and sing-songs by 
night left nothing ‘to be desired. 

Later with the cdvent of better 
transportation came “all the fun of 
the fair’ with its brazen calliope and 
modern contraptions. Today, the pic- 
tures symphony orchestras, and din- 
ners at the restaurant, supplant the 
older order, but the mood and the 
meaning are the same — an oppor- 
tunity for social intercourse. While 
the great national exhibition of Tor- 
onto stands in a class by itself, there 
are hundreds of agricultural fairs and 
exhibitions held throughout the Dom- 
jnion, They afford important lessons 
on the advance of present-day agricul- 
ture, besides serving as long looked- 
forward-to centres of social pleasures. 
The Dominion and the Provincial Go- 
yernments help financially and other- 
wise in fostering these fairs,.and it is 
on account of the great educational 
value of these exhibitions that the 
Dominion Experimental Farms of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
take an active part. The exhibits of 
the Farms which are prepared by the 
Publicity and Extension Branch show 
the latest developments in agricul- 
ture. Through these exhibits of prac- 
tical utility, by printed pamphlets 
and explanations by word of mouth, 
from the exhibition staff, much infor- 
mation of practical value is imparted. 

Although Canada has worked out 
her own method of enlarging the edu- 
cational outlook i nagrciulture through 
new things seen and heard, the idea 
of the agriculture fair is as old as the 
hills. Based on the experience of the 
previous 1,000 years since the reign 
of Sumeria in B.C., 3880, the code of 
the code of Khammurabi, the Babylon- 
jan Emporer, B.C.. 2250 lays down the 
law for the proper conduct of trade 
at fairs and elsewhere. In China, the 
Emporer, Fu-hi, in B.S., 2852 issued 
orders regarding agficultural fairs 
which were comprehensively dealt 
with by his successor, Shun-nung, the 
Great Agriculturist. Later came the 
Greek festival and fair at Delos with 
its Olympian games, ancient Italy had 
the vast annual assembly at Voltum- 
na; India, the great annual fair at 
Hurdwar on the Upper Ganges, Russia 
with Nijni Novgorod; Germany with 
Leipzig and Frankfort; and England

Throughout the ages there has 
been no cessation. The agreiultural 
fair is a perpetual institution, Mod- 


ern invention encourages it. The more} 


there ig to learn, the bigger the fair 
ought to be. And as a matter of fact, 
the attendances at fairs are bigger 
than ever In other times a fair could 
be attended only with loss of time 
and often under great difficulties. To- 
day a farmer can go to a fair a sub- 
stantial distance from his home in his 
motor car in a comparatively short 
time. He can spend exactly what time 
he can afford to and be home again tn 
quick order. If he desires to pay an- 
other visit, or to make a daily visit, 
he can do it so easily. Fifty years ago 
that would have been a matter of a 
great deal. of difficulty. and inconven- 
ience, if not almost impossible. In- 
stead of the buggy the young, farmer 
drives his bride in the latest of the 
streamlined cars and just as of old the 
eligible bachelor may meet his desired 
fate at the agricultural fair. 


Canadians Don’t . 
Know How to Use 
Their Education 


CHARLOTTETOWN — Adult Edu- 
cation, a movement in its infancy in 
Prince Edward Island, is the key to 
the present situation of the Canadian 
peoz'e who “are not able to wrestle 
with the problems that confront 
them,” in the opinion of John A. Mac- 
Donald of Cardigan, P.E.1., 1936 
Alumni prize essayist at St. Dunstan’s 
University.

Butter remained firm at 25 ceni 
the pound for the most part, wit) 
a later in the day dis- 
posing -o -two-pound rolls at 45 
cents. Eggs showed: little change, 
wita “extras” sold at 20 cents the 
average price, while pullets’ and the 
smaller sizes ranged from 12 to 16 
cents the dozen. 

Plants, especially the second early 
tomata [planta were offered at/ 60 


berry tomatoes ang other varieties 
of boxed plants also were in the same 
price range. In the vegetable market 
green onions, radishes, lettuce, 
rhubarb, sold plentifully at five cents 
the bunch. 

A fairly heavy supply of fowl, 
chiefly chickens and broilers, with a 
few ducks was offered at prices rang- 
ing from 50 to 60 cents a pair for 
smaller broilers, to 70 and 80 cents 
the single fowl for heavier chickens. 
A few ducks were quotedyat from 90 
cents to $1. 

Fish was offered in limited quanti- 
ties on the outside market with 
whitefish and salmon commanding a 
price of 18 and 20 cents the pound.

Not So 
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PROBLEMS OF EVERY DAY LIFE 
By Dr. M. 


SHY AND RETIRING 


“Ever since I was a child I have 
been shy and retiring. I am now 
twenty-nine and it embarrasses me 
to be in company, so I keep out of 
company as much as I can. . . . I 
cannot talk with people. . . . I am 
easily bored and it is difficult for me 
to get interested in what interests 
others. . . . I imagine some folks 
shun me now, but no wonder, I know 
I am a dull and uninteresting sort 
of fellow, but how can I help it?” 

Well, how can a man who describ- 
es himael? as the writer of the let- 
ter from which the above quotation 
is taken be happy? He just cannot 
be happy. And the fault lies very 
largely with himself. He is far too 
wrapped up in himself and not enough 
interested in other people. If he 
is to overcome this unhappy state of 
living, then he must learn to forget 
himself and try to think a little more 
about others. 

People like my correspondent  in- 
variably give the impression that they 
prefer to be alone, and generally 
when folks get this impression about 
a person, they leave that person alone 
“and who can blame them? A man 
who is not interested in anything 
has nothing to talk about — he has 
very little in common with his fel- 
lowmen and he therefore lacks that 
which is essential to good social 
contacts. 

My correspondent can cure himself 
of his shyness and reticence if he 
will but take himself in hand, and he 
would be well advised to do so now, 
for the longer he allows this state 
of things to continue, the worse it 
will become and the harder will it 
be to change it. But how can it be 
done? In the first place, he should 
make a deliberate effort to rise out 
of himself. He allows self .to loom too 
largely in the focus of his conscious-

ness, He should think less of himself.

It might be a good plan te become 

interested in some line of study. If

I think my correspondent should 
also take an interest in some games,

club. In some such game he will find. 


congenial companionships and, if he 
can become interested, he will have. 


something to talk about. : 

If he can find an opportunity for 
engaging in some form of social ser- 
vice he should make full use of it. 


“There is nothing that will so help 


to take a man out cf himself like 
trying to do something for other peo- 
ple. After all, the happiest folks in 
this life are those who are always 


busy, and especially those who are. 


busy helping others. They have not 
time to think of themselves, and even 
if they do’ have time to think of 


themselves, they can always see, 


someone who is less fortunate than 
they are, and that saves them from 
falling into the habit of indulging 
in self-pity.

Splendid Results Are Claimed 
For Crops, Grown in Water Tanks 


Crops grown in tanks of water, ra- 
ther than in the time-honored fields 
of soil, are a decided novelty describ- 
ed in the new issue of a trade journal. 
“Food Industries’ Tomatoes yielding 
at the rate of 217 tons per acre of 
tank surface, as compared with the 
outdoor field yield of about five tons 
per acre, potatoes at 2,465 bushels 
“tank acre” as against 11 bushels 
per field acre, tobacco plants 22 feet 
high with leaf-quality under full con- 
trol — these are among the results 
claimed for the new method. 


In basic principle, the procedure is 
said to be nothing new. For many 
years, we are told, scientists have 
been growing plants with their roots 
in jars of water, to which nutrient 
minerals have been added in varying 
amounts for the purpose of laboratory 
tests, 


The réader can do it himself, with 
no more equipment than a few radish 
seeds and a tumbler of water with a 
piece of mosquito netting tied loose- 
ly over the top, so that its centre sags 
and gets wet. er 


But the idea of doing it on a com- 
mercial scale with the hope of actual- 
ly making it pay for itself, awaited 
the pioneering of Dr. Gericke of the 
University of California, He uses a 
number of great tanks of concrete or 
redwood planks, it is explained. Over 
the tops are wire nettings, on which 
the seeds are planted in beds of peat 
moas, excelsior or straw, Their roots 
grow down into the water, which con- 
tains fertilizer in solution and which 
is kept electrically heated to the tem- 
perature best suited for rapid plant 
growth, 

It is even claimed to be possible to 
dispense with sun as well as soil, or 
at least to supplement the sunlight 
with electric illumination, for plants 
can use this second-hand sunlight as 
well as the original article, for pur- 
poses of food manufacture and also 
growth. ~- The Quebec Chronicle-Tel- 
egraph.

Ontario Barley Situation 


That Barley is assuming a more 
important place in Canadian Agri- 
culture and Canadian industry is 
evidenced by the fact that a National 
Barley Committee has been set up 
and was in session in Toronto recent- 
ly., With these facts in view, the 
following brief paragraphs from “The 
Ontario Agricultural Outlook for 
1936” should be of special interest 
and value to Ontario farmers who are 
just now laying their plans for this 
year’s crop production. 

“The 1985 barley crop in Ontario 
was the largest since 1930 and is 
estimated at 16,841,000 bushels. In 
1934 the production was 14,741,700 
bushels. The acreage was increased 
from 484,900 acres to 523,000 and the 
yield per acre at 32.2 bushels was % 
bushels higher than in the previous 
year. 

The Canadian crop of 83,975,000 
bushels is much higher, showing a 
gain of 20,238,000 bushels or 31.7 
per cent. over 1934. 

From the 1935 Canadian crop 
about 9,250,000 bushels were export- 
ed to the United States, whereas in 
the years 1930-35 inclusive the ex- 
port to this market was negligible. 

The average price being paid for 
the 1935 barley crop is 40 cents per 
bushel.

Clover and Grass Seeds 


Reports from Central Ontario in- 
dicate that most of these seeds have 
mover from growers to the trade, 
largely to the local retail trade, Most 
of the tiniothy seed in the St, 
Lawrence counties has been sold. 
There still remains however, some 
350,000 pounds. A fair quantity of 
timothy is still available in the low- 
er Ottawa Valley. Growers in south- 
western Ontario still hold about one- 
half of the red .clover and timothy 
crops, or 750,000 pounds and 2,000,000 
pounds respectively. Buying by the 
wholesale trade has declined owing 
to large stocks secured already. Most 
of the alfalfa, elsike, sweet clover 
and Canadian blue grass has been 
sold to the trade. It is expected that 
much of the timothy seed and per- 
haps some red clover wil be carried 
over by growers to next season. 

Reports from north-western Ont- 
ario indicate that there are at least 
10,000 pounds of red clover and 15,- 
000 pounds of alsike still in growers’ 
hands as well as about 75 per cent. 
of the timothy or approximately 200,- 
000 pounds. 

Prices being paid growers, per 
pound, basis No. 1 grades, are: for 
red clover in Eastern Ontario, 12 to 
18c; in south-western Ontario, 11 to 
15c; for alfalfa 12 to 16c; and alsike, 
16 to 18c; sweet clover, 3 to 5c; 
timothy, 3 to 5e; timothy, 3 to 6%, 
and Canadian blue grass, 3% to 4c.

A startling series of discoveries 
following ingenious radio signal ex 
periments by Drs. D. F. Martyn and 
0. O. Pulley at Sydney University, 
Australia, may revolutionize scien- 
tists’ views of the condition of the 
earth's upper atmosphere. 


Dr. Martyn has invented a new 
method of probing the upper air 
by radio signals. His method gives 
a measure’of the amount of eleo- 
trification, the unt of ozone, and 
the temperature throughout the 
whole thickness ef the upper air, 
from 22 miles up to 120 miles, 


A new type of apparatus has been 
devised which, unattended, will probe 
the atmosphere. This robot sends out 
signals, catches the echoes, varies the 
wave-length,.and plots all the infor- 
mation on a tiny chart. 

Dr. Martyn’s first remarkable dis- 
covery was that of another cold 
layer lying above the cold strate- 
sphere, recently reached by Picard 
and other ballonists. Between the 
two a warm layer is sandwiched. 

Dr. Martyn’s records show a sec- 
ond stratosphere above the warm 
ozone layer. Here the temperatures 
again dip, reaching a minimum at 60 
miles. From there temperatures rise, 
to end in a torrid zone at 150 miles. 

In this zone Martyn's radio re- 
sults directly contradict Prof Ap- 
pleton, who had the idea that this 
zone was hot only in Summer. 
Martyn’s experiments show that 
the seasonal drop is from 1,800 te 
1,000 degrees; that is, that the ea 


is girdled perpetually by a fiery ring ~

Druggist Sees 
Codeiné Value 


Association Official Says It Is 
Not Habit-Forming, 
Aids Addicts 


TORONTO—Codeine isn’t as bad as 
{es painted, according to Dr. R. P. 
Stanbury, secretary of the Canadian 
_ | Pharmaceutical Association, who re- 
' }eently addressed the Ontario Retail 
Druggjsts’ Association | convention 
here. ‘ 

Importations of the drug into Can- 
ada increased from 3,000 to 28,000 
ounces between 1921 and 1934, Dr. 
Stanbury said, but during the same 
period imports of heroin, morphine 
and paregoric fell sharply. . 

Referring to authorities who stated 
“The youth of this country is being 
destroyed by the use of codeine,” Dr. 
Stanbuiy stated medical opinion was 
that codeine was not habit forming. 

It is’a narcotic, he said, and is 
used by addicts unable to obtain more 
potent drugs. Manitoba, British Col- 
umbia and Alberta prohibited its 
sale except by prescription and On- 
tario permitted only an ounce a 
month to a druggist, he said. Authori- 
ties in Ontario had deprived several 
pharmacists of their right to prac- 
tice for excessive sales of coedine re“ 
cently and there was no reason why 
it should be placed on the drug sched- 
ule, he said. 

“Parliament is likely to place 
codeine on the schedule,” he added, 
“but that will work a great incon- 
venience to druggists and doctors.”

LONDON — In the days of pre- 
historic man there were doubtless 
young cave-dwellers to whom the 
family life of their immediate prede- 
cessors seemed a fit subject, for, al- 
ternately, mirth and _ indignation, 
writes the distinguished English 
novelist, E. M. Delafield in the Lon- 
don Times.

Which precise aspect of our well- 
meant activities will call forth their 
criticism is as yet mercifully hidden 
from us. We can only hope that jus-

Dr. Gordon| Bates Declares lt 
Should Be Compulsory 
Throughout Canada 


TORONTO, — Urging compulsory 
pasteurization throughout Canada, 
and stressing the great value of milk 
as a food, Dr. Gordon Bates, denies 
that pasteurization destroys vitamins 
to any serious extent, or makes milk 
more difficult to digest. 


“Groups and individuals, selfish- 
have 


ly opposed to | pasteurization, 
expressed opinions that pasteuriza- 


tion changes the taste of milk, that 
it injures its food value, that it des: 


troys its usefulness by damaging its 


vitamins, that it injures its digesti- 


bility—all of them are absolutely 
false,’ Dr. Bates declares. 


“Here are some facts: It has been 
stated that vitamins C and D, the 
and 
rickets, are injured by pasteurization; 
As a matter of fact, vitamin C is 
somewhat lessened by pasteurization. 
But both vitamins Cand D exist in 
variable and unreliable quantities in 
milk, There is not sufficient of either 


yitamins which prevent scurvy

“Tt has been said,” Dr. Bates con- 
tinues, “that the calcium content of 
milk is reduced by, pasteurization. 
Actually pasteurization, itself, cannot 
damage the mineral composition of 
milk, although, under some circum- 
stances, there may be a slight preci- 
pitation. In any case, there is three 
times the amount of calcium in cow's 
milk for calves and calves need more 
ealcium than children, 

“It has been suggested that pasteur 
ized milk is not as digestible as raw 
milk. The experience in the Hospital 
for Sick Children in Toronto is ex- 
actly the reverse,” says Dr. Bates. 

“Dr, Alan Brown, physician-in-chief 
at the Hospital for Sick Children, 
said in a recent statement prepared 
for the Ontario government that, dur- 
ing the past twenty years, every drop 
of milk given in-patients and out- 
patients, in that hospital had been, 
not only pasteurized, but, in addition, 
boiled to improve its digestibility still 
further. Dr. Brown, at the same time, 
definitely contradicts the statement 
that pasteurization changes the na- 
tural condition of the milk,” says Dr.

Household Science 


Sandwich Hints 

Most of us make so many sand- 
wiches in a year—what with after- 
noon teas, picnics and late suppers, 
that we are anxious to learn all the 
tricks we can. 

You know, of course, that good 
sandwich bread should be at least 
twelve hours old and some sandwich 
makers prefer it twice that age. The 
texture should be fine and spongy 
rather ‘than coarse-grained and 
crumbly. The crusts should be 
trimmed off, at least the crispy 
brown edge, which is saved and dried 
for crumbs for puddings. 


For almond sandwiches, combine 
celery and shredded salted almonds, 
and add mayonnaise to make it of 
spreading consistency. 

A simple and savory filling is made 
by combining equal quantities of 
minced green olives, minced canned 
pimentoes and finely chopped nats 
with enough mayonnaise to make 
moist. 

Pimola sandwiches are a general 
favorite. For these, cut pimento 
stuffed olives in thin slices and ar- 
range on a slice of buttered bread. 
Spread thinly with mayonnaise and 
cover with the second slice of but- 
tered bread.

If you want a very thin sandwich, 
it’s better.to buy a regular sandwich 
bread and spread the slices before 
cutting. 

One secret of successful sandwich 
making is in creaming the butter. Put 
into a bowl and beat until creamy, 
exactly as one does for cake. Then 
it will spread evenly and easily with 
no danger of pulling and tearing the 
bread. 

The good sandwich maker is gen- 
erous with her filling. Open sand- 
wiches should be treated most gen- 
erously with enough topping to. give 
individuality. 


Don’t Repeat Flavors 


When sandwiches are used as an 
accompaniment for salad, take care 
not to repeat flavors. If cheese is 
used in a salad, do not serve a cheese 
sandwich. The filling should provide 
contrast. 

Fancy sandwich breads, such as 
nut and raisin breads, call for simple 
fillings: Often they merely are but- 
tered. Occasionally cream cheese is 


used. 
A piquafft filling for brown bread 
is made by combining equal parts of 


grated pineapple and cream cheese. 

Cucumber sandwiches are delicious 
with fish salads. These sandwiches 
may be made in two ways. The first 
method is to pare cucumber and cut 
in thin slices. ' Let stand in French 
dressing to which 1 teaspoon minced 
chives or one drop of onion juice has 
been added. Drain and put between 
thin slices of buttered bread. These 
sandwiches must be served as soon 
as made. 

The second method is to pare and 
chop cucumber and combine with 
mayonnaise to make of spreading 
consistency. A little grated horse- 
radish or minced onion may be added. 

For cocoanut filling, mix 1 cup 
grated cocoanut, with % cup chopped 
nut meats, 3 tablespoons thick cream, 
14% teaspoon salt and 2 tablespoons 
orange juice,

Mayor of Liverpool Tells of 
Double Advantage in 
Slum Clearance 


TORONTO. Although unem- 
ployed residents of the Liverpool 
slums began keeping fish in the bath- 
tubs of the sparkling new homes 
provided for them in the city’s re- 
cent housing scheme, the surround- 
ings soon raised the general stand- 
ard of living and reduced unemploy- 
ment, R. J. Hall, lord mayor of 
Liverpool, Eng., said here recently. 

“You'll have. trouble finding a 
bricklayer or a joiner’in Liverpool 
today, who iS ‘leeking for a job,” he 
continued. The 150,000-a2en, women 
and children who were placed in~the 
municipally-built homes soon felt a 
need for furniture. Men began to 
look more closely for work. Those 
who found it bought furniture; and 
the industry was aided. 

‘Tapping Ceased” 

Writes the Woodstock Sentinel-Re- 
view: “Remarking upon the factor of 
publicity in relation to the wide- 
spread interest and sympathy esrous- 
ed by the plight of the men entomb- 
ed in the Moose River mine some 
weeks ago, the Sentinel-Review re- 
called that in France, during the war, 
trench cave-ins or shellfire buried” men 
every day for years. Some were res- 
cued, many not, but the incidents 
were not, of course, broadcast. Dr. 
Robertson, of the Moose River party,

The 
Canadians traced the sounds to & 
small area and started to dig. But 
the rescue could not be effected, as 
the enemy shelled and bombed the 
workers from th spot, The tapping 
grew fainter and finally Ceased as the 
entombed men perished for lack of 
air.”

Will Test Planes 


For Ocean Trials 


Name. “Albatross‘‘ Selected 
. For 4-Engine Type of 
Monoplanes

LONDON — The Albatross Is the 
name selected for the new four-en- 
gined monoplane, two of which have 
been ordered by the air ministry for 
experimental flights across the At- 
lantic oceah. 

From the operational point of view 
these flights will be among the most 
important that have ever been made 
for they will enable information to 
be collected upon the relative valucs 
of flying boat and fast land-plane for 
long distance, commercial 
services, 

The first test flights are expetted 
to be made towards the end of the 
year and when the airplanes have 
completed their performance trials 
they will be tried experimentally over 
the Atlantic. 

The airplanes will have a maximum 
speed of nearly 250 miles per hour, 
and will be able to cruise at more 
than 200 m.p.b, Yet they are large 
machines with a gross weight of 25,- 
000 pounds each and each powered 
with four Gipsy 12 cylinder engines. 
They are monoplanes of exceptional- 
ly clean Ines and embody the latest 
devices for reducing drag and obtain- 
ing the highest possible efficiency 
from the power available. 

Careful comparisons will be made 
between the results achieved by these 
fast landplanes and the new flying 
boats. At the present moment opinion 
is almost equally divided as to which 
type is the better for long distance 
ocean journey; but there is also a 
body of opinion which holds that 
there is room, for both types. The 
original argument that the fiying boat 
was a necessity in order to eliminate 
the risk of accidents if the machine 
is forced to alight on the water, has 
lost its force because modern multi- 
engined airplanes are able to fly with 
any engine stopped and to maintain 
height without very marked loss of 
speed.
